3. Claims 1-23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Calhound et al., Vadakin, Sullivan et al., Wall, Winkin, Billings, 
Hunter, Jr., Minic, Dickie, Howse et al., Bowers, Byrd et al. and Dent et al., note the 
heat exchanger cleaners.
